EPITOME OF THE WEEK. 


The United States Senate has passed the 
Philippines Tariff. 


Mr. Osbert Chadwick, the sanitary expert 
who will work in conjunction with Professor 
Simpson in’ Hongkong, arrived yesterday by 
the P. & O. steamer Oriental. 


Lord Cranborne, on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, declined to be drawn into a statement 
regarding the steps that may be taken, or not 
taken, to give effect to the agreement concluded 
between Great Britain and Japan. 


In order to give easier aecess to large 
vessels in Port Arthur the western side of the 
bay is being dredged, and a canal is to be 
constructed across the Tea Group peninsula to 
establish direct communication with Port 
Arthur. 


The Canadian Royal Commission on Chinese 
and Japanese immigration has recommended 
an increase in the entry tax on Chinese from 
one hundred to tive hundred dollars. The re- 
port in connection with Japanese immigration 
is not yet ready. 


General O’Moore Creagh, in response to the 
universal protest against the injustice of omit- 
ling to add to the China Expedition medal any 
special clasp denoting the siege of Tientsin, has 
sent despatches to the home authorities, setting 
forth the facts of the case. 


Wo are informed that as the result of the re- 
cent agitation the wages of first officers of 
stéamers trading on this coast have been raised 
from £14 to £18 per month, and those of second 
officers from £8 to £13. It is stated that a 
similar morement is on foot amongst the 
engineers. 


On the 12th ull. Mr. Hayashi, the Japanese 
Minister at Seoul, intimatcd to the Corean For- 
eign Office : he conclu: ion of the Anglo- Japanese 
Agreement, and the matter was immediately 
laid before the Emperor. The Minister for 
Foreign Affairs expressed his great satisfaction 
at the event. : 


Prinee Komatsu, who will represent the 
Japaneso Emperor at the coronalion of King 
Edward VII. will visit the courts of Spain, 
Germany, and Russia on his way home. He is 
expected to return to Japan about the middle of 
Septembor next, by way of the Siberian 
Railway and Vladivostock. 


Berlin telegrams state that, in the Reichstag, 
a motion was introduced to withdraw the 
German troops from Chihli as soon as possible. 
After a heated debate the motion was rejected. 
The Committee of the Reichstag hes reduced 
the vote for the forces in China by 54 million 
marks, and has rejected the vote ofa million 
marks for warships in the Orient. :

It declares that the grant to any corporation of 
exclusive mining, railroad, or other privileges 
in Manchuria will be a breach of treaties which 
America will view with the gravest concern. 


‘The Chinese and Russian Government have 


replied assuring the United States that ‘‘Man- 
churia will remain open to American trade.” 


News has arrived from Shanghai that on the 
24th ult., two Portuguese were found dead of 
plague on the Ballaarat at Woosung, while 
many deud rats were discovered on board. The 
Ballaarat, which arrived in Hongkong‘ on the 
16th ult., and sailed for Shanghai the following 
day, has been sent to the Shangbai quarantine 
station for, complete disinfection. Three 
suspicious cases of sickness have been taken to 
the station. Southern and Formosan ports 
have been declared suspect. 


The Russian soldiers, according to the Shang- 
hai Times, are constantly creating disturbances 
in Newchwang. They go to the native shops 
and private honses in a semi-druniéen atate, 
robbing and ravaging everywhere. Matters 
grew so bad that the Chinese got together and 
petitioned the Rursian Consul-General in New- 
chwang about the grievance they have suffered 
co long. <A proclamation was soon issned pro- 
hibiting any admission of the Russian soldiers 
to the houges occupied by the natives. 


H. E. Senhor Conselheiro J. M. de 8. Horta 
o Costa, Governor of Macao, goes on leave to 
Portugal on the 19th inst. and is expected back 
in Angust, when it is hoped that the Macao 
boundary qnestion will have been settled. 
Should an agreement be arrived at with China, 
it will of course be conside ed advisable that the 
Governor in person should be present at the 
delimitation ceremonies. Senbor Horta e Costa 
goes home, we believe, on private business. A 
rumoar has been ¢nurrent of hig approaching 
rotirement from the governorship of Macao, but 
this is not confirmed.

WERIHAIWEI AS A COMMERCIAL 
PORT. - 


——_->—_—— . 

(Daily Press, 24th February.) 
Though it is not likely that Weihaiwei will 
ever become a rival in commercial import- 
ance of Hongkong, there is no reason why 
if properly opened out as a commercial port 
. it should not command a large and increas- 
ing trade. It has the advantage of; being 
the only port in the Gulf of Pechili which is 
at all times accessible to steamers of the 
largest size, and in view of the enormous 
trade of Tientsin already established, and 
its prospective growth in the future, as well 
as the growing trade of Shantung,; there 
seems to be ample room for the establish- 
ment of a great distributing trade. At 
present the entire foreign trade of the 
north of China practically passes through 
Shanghai, whence, after entering the mouth 


of the Yimgtsze, and being carried [up to. 


that city, it has to be transhipped into 
coasting steamers and carried at high 
freights nnd in small stenmers to the ports 
of the Gulf of Pechili. Even with the pre- 
sent route through the Suez Canal, this is 
at best a costly course, and were the distri- 
buting port once established in the Gulf of 
Pechili’ ‘itwelf cargoes could be carried 
equally economically to Weihaiwei, whence 
the expense of distributing them along the 
coasts of the Gulf could be effected | under 
much more economical conditions. In fact, 
in such circumstances there is no jreason 
to doubt that a ‘special class of steamers 
adapted for the short distances and com- 
paratively calm navigation of the Gulf would 
goon spring up. Shanghai at present 
re-exports to the three Gulf ports some ten 
million taels’ worth of foreign goods: taken 
there for the purpose; it also ¢xports 
direct to Great Britain and the United 
States almost an equal amount of Chinese 
roduce sent down for the purpose from the 
Gulf, It is impossible to say how much of 
this could be diverted to the shorter and 
cheaper route by Weihaiwei, but as com- 
merce has always a tendency to seek the 
easiest channels it seems quite possible that 
in a. short time a fair share might be 
brought to centre at Wehaiwei. In the 
“Hot distunt future a large portion iof the 
direct European trade of China will cpme to 
pass through the Isthmian canal, either by 
way of Panama or Nicaragua, as may be 
decided. Here a port on the Gulf, accessible 
at all sensons, and affording good ancl orage 
and shelter, as well as better facilities, 
would have still more important advant- 
ages. Weihaiwei with the opening of the 
Canal through the Isthmus of Panama 
would be actually nearer than Shinghai, 
while the voyage would be practically 


safer, and less exposed to dangers 
than the present route through the

Chanrel. Up to this the British Govern- 
ment has placed obstacles in the develop- 
ment of Weihaiwei as a mercantile port, in 
this following the example of Russia, 
rather than her own more usual policy of 
encouraging trade as a set-off against the 
necessary expenses of maintaining a strong 
defensive position.

He has exprezse ] 
the opinion that for the peace of the Fa, 
Fast it is necessary that Russia shall be 
taken into the alliance, making it a triple 
one, The formation of the present bong

We have no 
indication that Russia intends to discon- 
‘tinue her olu policy aud work openly and 
honestly for the maintenance of peace. We 
‘have had protestation after protestation 
‘from S. Petersburg of the unselfishness of 
' Russian aims ; but in no case has there been 
ny corresponding action. This fact in 
itself cuts at the root of an alliance between 
the three Powers, and renders it practically 
use‘ess to discuss the subject. ‘Tbe agree- 
‘ment as it now stands must have the rosult 
of inspiring respect and should be sufficient 
to warn off trespassers on the territory of 
China and Corea. Its effect on Russian 
diplomatists and genérals should bequieting, 
and it cannot but do far more for the pzace 
of the East than any weak courtship of 
Russia’s favour. No doubt, as has been 
urged, Russia has evinced, to outward 
seeming, a desire for Japan’s friendship, but 
these amenities do not always mean much. 
She is more likely now to wish to remain 
on good terms with Japan strengthened by 
the support of Great Britain. 


The Foochow Echo of the 15th ult. says:

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THE ADEQUACY OF THE 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT STAFF. 


— 
(Daily Press, 28th February.) 

There was laid before the Legislative 
Council yesterday afternoon the report of 
the committee of enquiry into the adequacy 
of the staff of the Medical Department 
here. It will be news to most residents 
in the Colony that some time during last 
autumn (forthe date is not specified) 
H. E. the! Governor appointed such 
a committee of enquiry, consisting of the 
following gentlemen :—Deputy Inspector 
General Drew, R.N., Colonel Huauaes, 
D.S.0., R.AM.C., Dr. F. O. Srepman, 
M.D., B.S. (London), Messrs. C. S. SHarp 
and R. L. Ricnarpson. The first’ meeting 
of this committee was held on the 4th 
November last and the report now before it 
is dated the 8lst December. Four meetings 
in all were held and the evidence was taken 
of Drs. J. M. Arxrnson, J. Bert, F. W. 
Cuarsz, J. H. Swan, and R. M. Grsson. 
In the commission to the five yentlemen 
appointed to conduct the enquiry, the 
Government laid it down that special. re- 
ference was to be made to (1) the numerical 
strength of the staff of the Medical De- 
partment; (2) the position and duties of the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer. Working 
on these lines, the committee proceeded to 
take the second question first—on the 
ground that it is essential to determine the 
position of the Principal Civil Medical 
Officer before dealing with his staff —and in 
the report the answer to this question comes 
first. ‘The verdict at which the committee 
arrived was this :—‘ We are of opinion that 
“the Medical and tanitary Departments 
“should be wholly separate and that the 
* Medical Officer of Health should be in- 
“ dependent of the Principal Civil Medical 
“ Officer. The Medical Department should 
‘be under the jurisdiction of the Principal 
“ Civil Medical Officer who, however, should 
“not be an administrative officer only, but 
“should retain his present position as 
‘* Superintendent of the Government Civil 
“ Hospital. The Sanitary Department 
“ should be under the administration of the 
“Medical Officer of Health, subject to 


__“the control of the Sanitary Board.” In 


connection with this answer, of the com- 
mittee the evidence of Dr. J. M. Ark1nson, 
the Principal Civil Medical Officer, given on 
the 6th November, should be read. In 
reply to the question whether he had at 
har control of the Sanitary Department, 

r. ATKINSON stated that his control over 
the Medical Officer of Health was only 
through his being an Executive Officer of 
the Sanitary Board, and he admitted that 
the Sanitary was quite different from the 
Medical Department ; Dr. Charx had been 
called upon occasionally to ussist in the 
Medical Department (to which he had been 
appointed as Assistant Surgeon), but only 
when there kad been great stress of -work. 
As to the possibility of confusion, should 
the Medical Officer of Health for the Town 
ba under the: Principal Civil Medical 
Officer, Mr. Suarp asked: ‘“ Supposing 
“there was a case in which the Sanitary 
‘Board carried a resolution, with which 
“you as President of the Board disagreed ; 
‘it the Medical Officer of Health were un-

a statement which no one doubts. It must 
be remembered, however, that ‘not all 
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temporary Presidents of the Sanitary Board 
inspire so much confidence as Dr. ATKIN- 
son. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the Committee should ‘insist on the 
advisability of separating the departments 
infuture. Dr. CLarK as Assistant Surgeon 
in the Medical Department is under the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer, but as 
having been seconded to the Sanitary Board 
for special work and in the- position of 
Medical Officer of Health for the Town, he 
is not in this position. Such an anomaly 
should be guarded against in the future. 
The possibility of friction may not be 
eliminated by the separation of departments, 
but the hitherto existing state of confusion 
is one which should not be perpetuated. 

As we print in another column the full 
answer of the commiitee as to the numerical 
strength of the staff of the Medical Depart- 
ment, we need not refer to it at length. It 
will be seen that in the Committee’s opinion, 
seven. Medical Officers are required, numely, 
one Principal Civil Medical Officer, four 
Assistant Surgeons, and two Health 
Officers for the Port. This is in accord- 
ance with the suggestions contained 
in Dr. AtTKrNson’s evidence, and we 
may take it that this is the irreducible 
minimum in the opinion of the soundest 
authorities in the Colony. One of the seven 
is expected always to be on leave, so that 
the dangers of overwork are reduced. This, 
it may be noted, is the normal state of 
affairs at present, ‘when the Department is 


| understaffed, so that there is uo innovation 


proposed. ‘Ihe division of duties between 
the Officers during epidemic and non- 
epidemic times is based on the evidence 
given before the committee of enquiry and 
will recommend itself to those who have 
studied the question. The recommenda- 
tions of this rather mysteriously appointed 
committee are marked by care and attention 
to details and we trust that no time will be 
lost in giving effect to them. 


THE UNITED STATES AND 
MANCHURIA. 


—— 
(Daily Press, 27th February.) 

The assurance of the Russian and Chinese 
Governnients in reply to the note sent on 
the Ist instant by United Stites, which 
Revrer’s telegram of the 24th instant 
announces, would be more valua' le were its 
terms more clearly worded. It has been 
stated by Russia’s central authorities that 
she intends to evacuate this ouilying 
province of the Chinese Empire. China 
is pressing for evacuation as speedily 
as possible. Yet tie Washington Govern- 
ment is now merely told that the ‘province 
“will remain open to Araerican trade.” If 
Manchuria is to continue to be part of 
China, the Russian assurance is supereroga- 
tory, and that of China itself is not needed, 
as commercial neyotiations are now pro- 
ceeding between China and the Powers which 
will define the trade relations of the Empire 
with foreigners in future. At the present 
moment, therefore, no such declaration as 
that now published is called for. It should 
be amply evident that Manchuria, like the 
rest of the Chinese Emperor’s dominions, 
will remain open to American as to other 
traders. What tae States protested against, 
was the attempt to give Russia exclusive 
mining, railway, and other privileges. 


The wording of the as-urance, in fact, 
if the telegraphic summary is correct, 
is calculated to arouse suspicion. It is 
difficult to believe that it will be ac-epted 
by the United States as a guarantee of their 
-interests in the Far North of China. Had 
the Manchurian Convention, in one of its 
very numerous forms, beén signed by China,

then such an assurance might be tolerated 
in default.of a more equitable arrangement. 
As matters now stand, it either is nugatory 
or reveals a presumption on the part of 
China and Russia that they need consult no 
nation else as to the disposition of Man- 
churia. This is far from being the case, it 
is hardly necessary to say, and the joint 
assurances therefore may be regarded as . 
worth no more than the paper on which 
they are written. It is evident that the 
Manchurian juestion is still as far from 
solution as ever. -

(Daily Press, 25th February.) 

It can hardly be termed a satisfactory 
report on Victoria Gaol in 1901 that appears 
in the Government Gazette over the name of 
Mr. F. J. Bape.sy, Acting Superintendent 
in the absence of Mr. F. H. May. In the 
first place, the daily average number of 
prisoners confined in the Gaol during the 
year was 499 as compared with the 486 of 
1900. On the 31st December last there 
were 180 convicts in the Gaol, as against 
141 on the corresponding day of 1900, 96 in 
1899, and 55 in 1898, showing an in- 
crease of 227 per cent. (not, as Mr. 
BaDELEY says, an increase of 125 per cent.) 
during the past three years. Owing no 
doubt to the number of soldiers and sailors 
serving in North China, the military and 
naval prisoners sentenced by Courts-Martial 
and admitted to Victoria Gaol showed an 
increase of 55 per cent. on the previous 
year and an increase of 93 per cent. on 1899, 
On the other hand, the total ‘ number 
admitted to the Gaol in 1901 were 5,077, of 
whom 679 were old offenders; whereas in- 
the previous year 5,432 were admitted, 
including 702 old offenders. A very large 
increase is observable in the convictions 
from the New Territory. Mr. May in his 
report for 1900 gave the number as 125; 
last year there were 334, The number of 
prisoners whose offences were not of a 
criminal nature rose from 2,267 to 2,345, . 
The deaths in gaol and executions in- 
creased from 6 and 2 to 18 (4 suicides) 
and 8 respectively. Punishments for 
breaches of prison discipline mounted from 
2,344 in 1900 to 2,411. in 1901, and ~ 
corporal puuishments increased from 7 
cases to 14. The sanitary condition of 
the Gaol continues to be good, and indus- 
trial labour on the part of the prisoners 
shows a notable improvement, the total pro- 
fit in 1901 amuunting to $24,783.47, against . 
$17,458.34 in the preceding year. - With 


regard to the prison building itself, the new ‘- 


wing, mentioned in the 1900 report, was, 
completed and occupied by long-sentenced 
prisoners early in 1901. The old Warders’ 
quarters, which should have bee: converted 
into a hospital for prisoners, are not yet 
available, as the new quarters for the staff 
are still in the contractor’s hands. 

The worst feature of the report is to be 
found near theend. It will be remembered 
that in his report for 1900 Mr, May stated 
that the gaol accommodation was . already 
insufficient and that on many occasions, by 
no means of emergency, 538 prisou2ra were 
confined at o1e and the same t.me, the total 
capacity of the building being properly 570. - 
Now again Mr. Bape.ey writes: “ Owing 
“to the excessive number of prisoners con- 
“fined in the Gaol during the year, it was 
“frequently necessary to locate three pri- 
* goners tuge‘her in small cells constructed 
“for the accomodation of. one only; the 
“ capacity of earh cell being 760 cubic feet. 
“The overcrowded state of ,the Gal is 
“ somewhat serious, particularly in the hot 
“ weather hen sickness is prevalent.” Mr. 
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BapELEy certainly does not understate the 
case when he calls it “ somewhat serious,” 
and we are constrained to wonder that the 


sanitary condition.can still be described as |, 


.good. Mr. Bapgey states that the building 
of a larger prison is receiving the attention 
of the Government (as urged by Mr. May in 
the 1900 report) ; we trust for the credit of 
the Colony that this attention may result in 
something definite, for it looks exceedingly 
ill to read in two successive years’ reports 
go grave an indictment of our prison 
accommodation. :

We cannot 
believe that the General Managers will dis- 
regard the appeal of “ Peakite.” In fact it 
would be churlish and ungallant to the 
Peak ladies, who make so large an use of 
the Tramway to continue unnecessarily to 
subject them to the caprices of the weather. 
Out correspondent says: ‘* The question of 
cost need nct be cdnsidered.”” As a matter 
of fact, the cost of a sufficient shelter would 
be very little and could not affect the Com- 
pany’s finances to an appreciable degree.

The Director of Pustic Worxs—I beg 
to lay on the table the statement which has 
been asked for. 7 
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The statement was as follows:—With regard 
to the City of Victorin, a reervoir and 
eatchwater at Wongneichong Gap were com 
pleted in April, 1899. The maximum capacity 
of the reservoir is 33,'94,00) gallons. No 
other works for adding to the storage for the 
City supply have been vompleted in the years 
mentioned. One additional storage reservoir 
at Tytam has been begun and preparations are 
being made 1o commence another. The com- 
bined capacily of these two will be about 
100,000,050 gallons. With regard to Kowloon, 
no storage in the ortlinary sense of the term 
has hitherto existed, the works originally 
constructed consisting of dams across the 


outlets from three, valleys of considerable area <* 


to prevent the escape of water nnderground, 
provision being also made for conveying the 
water thus intercepted into wells, from which 
it flows throngh pipes to the pumping station. 
One of the dams was practically recon- 
structed and was also raised five feet, the 
work being completed early in 1899. <A 
main was laid and small dams were constructed 
cross several stream-conrses at’ Cheang Sha- 
Wan in the New Territory, the work being 
completed in 1£0v, to render the water of the 
streams available for waterworks pnrposes. No 
storage-reservoir was constructed, as there was 
no suitable site for one. In 1901, several im- 
provements ard modifications were made in the 
Cheung Shan Wan intake und main in order 
to supply the whole districts of Mongkoktisui 
and Yaumati from this source, thus leaving the 
supply obtained from the original works avail. 
able for the remainder of tho Peninsula, This 
arrangement has worked satisfactorily. The 
second part of the question is in a form which 
does not admit of being answered exactly. The 
scheme for increasing’ the supply for the City 
obtainable by gravitation from Pokfulam and 
Ty1am, towards the earrying out of which the 
steps mentioned above are being taken, as 
described in Mr. Cooper's report, is estimated 
to yield 4,000,000 gallons per day, or sufficient 
for a population of 266,000 people. The present 
population is estimated at 213,000. The new 
scheme for Kowloon fo the carrying out of 
. which tenders are now being invited, is estimated 
to yield 1,575,000 gallons per day, or sufficient 
for a population of 157,00u people. The popu- 
lation of the districts to be supplied, as ascer- 
{ained from the ceusus of 19U], amounts to 
66,244. 
PREVE TION OF EP DEMICS. 

The Direcror uF Pus.iic Works made 
the following motion under section 14 of 
Ordinance No. 18 of 1901 :—* That this Council 
anproves of the Bye-laws for the Prevention or 
Mitigation of Epidemic, Endemic, or Con- 
tagious Disease, made ‘by the Sanitary Board on 
{he 18th February, Y9u2.” He said—It will 
be withia the recollection of hon members that 
in September last espn bye laws were passed 
which enabled the Board to take action with a 
view to the prevention of any epidemic, endemic, 
or contagious disease, It has been found, 
however, that the powers under the bye-laws 
are somewhat limited and that under them 
the Board has no power to close any 
house or to remove cocklofts or ceilings or 
other strnctures of that nature in order to 
admit of the cleansing and disinfecting being 
done‘in an absolutely thorough manner. Any 
sporadic cases of plague occurring, it was 
necessary that the Board should declare that 
place to be infected before it could take these 
measures; and the powers given now, sir, are 
simply those which existed before, only they 
were divided into two sets of bye-laws— 
one for the prevention of epidemic, endemic, 
or contagious diseases, and the other deal- 
ing with the powers which should be taken 
when an epidemic existed, It has been 
considered desirable, in order to obviate 
this declaration of a place as being infected in 
consequence of only ‘one or two sporadic cases 
occurring, that thesp bye-laws should be com- 
bined ; and the heading of them bas been altered 
to read’ Prevention or Mitigation of Epidemic, 
Endemic, or Contagious Disease.” That is the 
heading, I may mention, sir, that occurs in 
sub-section 33, section :3, of the } ublic Health 
Ordinance. Under| that section the Board is 
given powers to make Lye-laws for the preven- 
tion or mitigation of those diseases. I therefore 
move, sir, that the Council approve of those 
bye-laws. 
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The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—I have much 
leasnre in seconding.: I have gone through jthe | 
ye-laws very carefnily with Dr. Clark, and it: 

_ seems to us that they are quite unexceptionable 
and should be passed. 

The motion was agreed to. - 

DRAINAGE BYE LAWS. 

The Director oF PuBiic Works made the 
following motion under section 14 of Ordinanco 
No. 18 of 1901:—* ‘bat this Council approves 
of the Bye-laws for the repeal of Nos. 29 and 30 
of the Drainage Bye-laws contained in Schedule 
B of Ordinance No. 13 of 1901, aud the substitu- | 
tion of amended Bye-law No. 30 under Section | 
13 thereof.” He said—This matter, sir. ix 
brought forward simply with the viow of remov- 
ing some anomulies which existed in the previons 
bye-laws. It was laid down in these bye-laws that 
under certain conditions rainwater must be con- 
veyed in cast-iron pipes, forexample, whilo waste- 
water could be conveyed in earthenwaro pipes ; 
and there were numerous other discrepancies 
which roquired correction. Before the bye-law 
was put, in its present form it was submilted 
to the various engineering and architectnral 
firms in the Colony, and has received their 
approval. I therefore beg. to move that it be 
approved. 

‘The COLONIAL SECRETARY seconded, -and 
the motion was adopted. 

RATING OF QUARRIES. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL—Before, sit, I 
move the other motions I have placed on; the 
orders of the-duy, I would ask your permission 
under the claim of urgency to move a resolution 
mnder Section 31 of the Raling Urdinance 
No. 8 of 1901. I move that under No. 13 H of 
the standing orders, which says that any motion 
the urgency of which is admitted by the Pre- 
sident and two-thirds of the members may be 
made without notice having been given. Per- 
hapsit may be decided whether Ishould proceed. 
-“'} here being no objections, 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said—I will very 
briefly explain this matter. The motion is this, 
that “‘ whereas certain quarries are now held 
under Crown leases at fixed rents, and it is 
expedient that the said tenements should be 
rated in a uniform basis, it is hereby resolved 
by this Council that the percentage in valnation 
of such quarries respectively, payable as rates, 
should be fixed at seven per cent. irrespective 
of the locality of such quarries,’ Originally 
there were various forms of licences. . At 
the present time all these quarries are held 
by different tenure, by leases, and they are rated. 
The question then arises as to how they should 

. berated. The Assessor of Rates came to see 
me the other day, feeling himself to be jin a 
difficulty about thé matter. Some of them are 
now paying 7 per cent. and he felt'a difficulty, 
having regard to section 29 of the Rating 
Ordinance, which says that in certain places 
rates shall be so placed—in the City of Victoria 
13 per cent., in Yaumati so much, 124 per cent.. 
for instahce—and other places generally 7 
per cent. Some of those quarries are paying 
7 per cent, and if we do not pass’ this 
resolution it seems to me that it will be 
objected thut those paying 10 or 12 per cent. 
do not get any,more protection or advanguges 
than the others] and this would naturally'raise 
a good deal of feeling. Those piying the 
higher percentage would say that they aid 
not get any special police protection or 
special lighting-and that it was rather hard 
to have to psy more than the others. It 
was therefore recommended by the Treasur¢r, 
and at all events by the Assessor of Rates, “that 
there should be a uniform rating of quarries of 
7 percent. ‘Thatis the minimam rate, and it 
seems to mea very fairthing. The only reason 
why the matter has not been mentioned before 
is that I only saw the Assessor a fow days ago 
and. had not time to give notice of motion. 
‘The power is given to this Council to alter 
from time to time the rates provided fpr by 
sections 29 and 30. Some of these quarries 
have not yet been assessed at all this year and 
will be assessed this year for the first) time, 

herefore I beg to make this motion which I 

have just read. oo 

The Actine COLONIAL TREASURER second- 
ed, and the motion was agreed to. 

NEW TERRITORIES REGULs TION. 

The ATTORNEY-GENEBAL made the following 

motion. as to Ordinance. No. 32 of 1899:-- 

“Whereas, by section 6 of the New Territories 
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Regulation Ordinance (No. 12 of 1899), it was 
enacted that the said Ordinance should remain 
in force for the period of one year from the 
date of its coming into operation, and for such 
further period or periods as might, from time 
to time, be determined by rexolation cf the 
Legislative Council: And whereas, by previous 
resolutions of the said Legislative Council it was 
resolved that the said Ordinance should be 
conlinued in forte until the i8th day of April, 
1902: It is hereby resolved by this Council 
that the New Torritories Regulation Ordinances, 
1899, shall be again continued iv force for the 
further period of two vears from the 18th day 
of April, 1902 (inclusive).” He said—I may 
say it is obvious that it has not been ascertained 
by the Land Court precisely who sre the holders 
of the different claims of land in the Now 
Territory, and until the varions claims are 
settle! it will be practically impossible for the 
Government to make any great headway in the 
collection of rents. It is very satisfactory to 
hear from Mr. Gompertz that the Land Court 
is making very~ considerable progress in the 
work now, and I trust that in the conrso 
of a couple of years they will be able to 
get Crown rent regularly, and to get arrears 
—rents which were outstanding—or some 
of them at all events I may say that 
some of the persons who are defaulters in this 
matter are persons living out of the jurisdiction 
of the Colony. ‘They claim to have a sort of 
charge which they collect from the actual oc- 
enpiers of and workers upon the land, and these 
persons being outside the jurisdiction of the 
Colony, residing in ( hina. it is quite impossible 
{o take any proceedings against them and mske 
them pay rent. But when they come to have 
their claime established by the : and Conrt then 
we can makethem pay back rent; and theseclaims 
will ba overtaken as district by district is set- 
tled. In the meautime it is necessary that we 
should have a somewhat exceptionally free 

and and be able to continue the system 
which is prevailing at the present time. I 
hope before two years are up that we shall be 
able to passa proper Ordinance which shall 
settle all those matters. 

The! RiGISTRAR-GENERAL seconded, and 
the motion was agreed to. 

LATRINE AT‘HUSGHOM. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL made the following 
motion under section 64 of Ordivance No. 13 of 
}901:—‘‘ Whereas application has been duly 
made by the Sanitary Board to the Governor 
under section 61 of the Public Health Ordinance, 
1902, for the erection of a public latrines at the 
North-West end of the Crown Lot to the South 
of Hunghom Inland Lot No. 233: And where- 
as, such application having -been approved by 
the Governor, and a notification of the intention 
io erecta public latrine upon such site baving 
ben duly published in three successive numbers 
of the Gazette, certnin owners of property in 
the immediate vicinity of such site have objected 
to such erection: And whereas the objections 
so made hare been considered by this Council: 
It is hereby resol¥ed by this Council that the 
above-mentioned site and the erection thereon 
of a public latrine be approved.” In moving 
the resolution the ATTORNEY-GENERAL said — 
Last year a petition, signed by a large 
number of the inhabitants of this Colony, and 
dated 25th June, 1901, was presented, to be 
forwarded to the Kt. Hon. the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, asking for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to investigate and report 
on the sanitary condition of Hongkong. ‘l’hat 
petition in pars. 19 and 20 pointed out the 
need of, amongst other things, more latrines. 
1t quoted a spoech of the Medical Officer of 
Health ot a Sanitary Board meeting last year 
where he referred to a letter of the Acting 
Colonial Secretary written in 19:10. who wrote— 
“1 is easy to recommend the erection of urinals 
and latrines but not easy to find sites for them”; 
and it also mentioned instances in which the 
Government had failed to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the Board with regard to the 
erection of public latrines. When, however, 
the Government takes energetic action to meet 
the wishes of the community by endeavouring 
to carry out the recommendations of the 
Sanitary Board with regard to latrines, it is 
at once opposed by the landowners in the 
vicinity, aud this in spite of the fact that this 
public latrine is proposed to be put up for the 
benefit of the inhabitants in its neighbourhood

Government to erect a public latrine thereon. 


August, 1901, the Sanitary Board recommended 
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and to be erected on Crown Land. This ques- 
tion is not a new one. Everyone knows that 
latrines are not specially pleasant things to talk 
about, or to see, nor are they agreeable to one’s 
sense of smoll; but in the peculiar conditions 
of Hongkong they are absolute necessities, 
It was for this reason that special legislation 
was required and as the law stands this Council 
has been made the umpire between the public 
and the lot-holders as tv whether a latrine 
recommended by the Sanitary Board is to he 
erected or not, if objections to such erection are 
sent in writing to the Colonial Secretary within 
a certain time after the publication in three 
successive numbers of the Gazette in English 
and Chinese of » notification specifying the 
site and announcing the intention. of the 


In the present case the facts are shortly these. 
One knows that Hunghom bas a large number of 
inhabited houses with more in process of 
erection, The need there for latrine accom- 
modation is urgent. Accordingly, on 9th 


to the Colonial Secretary that one should be 
erected on the west side of Gillies Avenne on 

an available plot of Crown Land. The Land 
Investment Company objected to this site in a 

letter dated the 24th Sept-mber, 1901, on two 
grounds—(a) that it would depreciate the value 

of a lot they had recently purchased ; (b) that 

Gillies Avenue is the principal landing place 

of Hunghom and that the Jatrine wonld 

be a nuisance to the public landing there. 

The Sanitary Board endeavoured to meet the 
objections and recommended, on 7th November, . 
}9uJ, that the site be shifted to the north-west 
extremity of the Crown Lot. Tu this, however, 

the Land Company again objected, although 

the Colonial Secretary in his letter of 7th 
November, 1901, stated as follows:—“I am to 

point ont, however, that ths necessity for the 
erection of public latrines is occasioned by the 

fact that tho owners of property do not provide 
latrines in their houses,” and pointed out that if 

the owners wouldprovide latrine accommodation 

in the houses the erection of the public latrine 

might not, be found necessary. Well, in reply, 

the Company said they could a8 agree that it 

was desirable to put latrines in this class of 
houses. They suggested another site north of 
Hunghom Inland Lot 228. The objection, ” 
however. to this was that it would be 20U to 300 aa 
yards distant from a considerable aggregation 

of houses which the latrine was intended to 

serve. The Sanitary Board considered the 
suggestion and decided to s‘ill recommend the 

site before mentioned. ‘The Governor in 
Executive Council then went carefully into the 

matter, and on [0th January it was resolved 
by the Governor in Council that this resolu- 
tion unter Section 64 of the Public Health 
Ordinance shonld be moved in this Council. I 
trust that the resolution will be carried unani- 
mously. In such matters the tenants and 
the public should be considered as well as the 
lot-holders. 

The DigEctor oF PusLic WoRKS seconded, 
and the motion was carried unanimously. 

REGULATIONS REGARDING BATS.

The following is the report of the Committee 
of Enquiry into the Adequacy of the Staff of 
the Medical Depirtment, laid before the 
Legislative Council on Thursday by command of 
His Excellency the Officer Administering the 
Government :— 

We, the undersigned, were appointed by His 
Excellency the Governor to be members of a 
Committee of Enquiry into the Adequacy of the 
Staff of the Medical Department of the Colony. 

2. We have accordiagly proceeded on the 
lines laid down by the Government, and have 
conducted ourenquiry with special refe: ence to:— 

(1.) The numerical strength of the staff of 
the Medical Department. 

(2.) The position and duties of the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer.

Question 2.—The position and duties of the 
Principal Civil Medical Officer. 

_Auswer.—We are of opinion that the Medical 
and Sanitary Departments. should be wholly 
separate and that the Medical Officer of Health 
should be independent of the Principal Civil 
Medical Officer. The Medical Department 
should be under the jurisdiction of the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer who, however, should not 
be an administrative officer only, but should 
retain his present position as Superintendent of 
the Government Civil Hospital The Sanitary 
Department should be under the administration 
of the Medical Officer of Health subject to the 
coutrol of the Sanitary Board. 

Question 1—'Th» numerical strength ef the 
Medical Department. 

Answer.—After mature consideration we 
have come to the conclusion that the staff as at 
present constituted and consisting of :— 

| Principal Civil Medical Officer, who is also 
Superintendent of the Government Civil 
Hospital ; 

3 Assistant Surgeons; 

1 Health Officer of the Port; 
is not sufficient to carry on the work of the 
Medical Department efficiently. In our opinion, 
7 Medical Officers are required :— 

‘1 Principal Civil Medical Officer; 
, 4 Assistant Sargeons; and 
2 Health Officers of the Port; 
the two last named being: Government Officers, 
who should devote their whole time to Govern- 
ment work and should be forbidden to engage 
in private practice either ashore or afloat. 

‘We have ascertained in the course of our in- 
- vestigations how much time is taken up with 
Government medical work in the various bran- 
ches of the Department, and we beg to submit 
the subjoined list of duties in tabular form to 
be assigned to the several officers, one for 
epidemic and the other for non-epidemic 
times :—

We would suggest that the two Health 
Officers of the: Hort divide the Port duties 
between them, and that during his hours of duty, 
the officer on duty should always be available 
for the Port work. One of the two should 
reside at Kowloon, and during the hours he is 
not on duty for:Port work he should attend to 
the Kowloon Plague Hospital and Mortuary, 
and the Government subordinate officials re- 
sident at Kowloon, During the hours when the 
other of the tw is not on duty for: Port work, 
he should be employed at the Government Civil 
Hospital or as the Principal Civil Medical 
Officer may-require. This latter officer might 
‘easily attend tojthe Hygeia during non-epidemic 
times when he is not engaged on Port duty. 

It was stated by Dr. Atkinson in the cou:se

ALLFGED IMMUNITY OF CHINESE FROM 
PLAGUE INFECTION. 

(1.) With reference to the statement in the 
English papers to the effect thatin Cape Colony 
the Chinese population has enjoyed immunity 
from infection of Plague during the present 
outbreak of the disease, and to the request of His 
Excellency the Governor of Hongkong to be 
informed as to the cause of alleged immunity, 
if it exists, I beg to state that :— 

(2.) There are not at my disposal accurate 
data upon which to base a calculation as to the 
relative number of Chinese at preseut residing 
in Cape Colony as compared with the rest of 
the population. The last census of the popula- 
tion of the Colony was taken as far back as the 
year 1891, and according to these returns there 
were ovly two hundred and fifteen Chinese 
males (no females) residing in Cape Colony, but 
it is certain that this number has largely 
increased ; exactly to what extent, however, it 
is impossible to say. 

(3.) The number of cases of plague which 
have been discovered up to the present among 
Chinese during the outbreak is only ten, 
all of whom were males, namly:—One at 
Cape Town, eight at Port Elizabeth, and 
one at Uitenhage; of which number, seven 
have died, namely :—six at Port blizabeth, and 
one at Uitenhage. Of tho remainder, one at 
Cape Town, and one at Port Elizabeth, have 
been discharged cured; and one at Port 
Elizabeth is still under treatment. 

(4.) A round enumeration of the ( hinese, 
Asiatics (Indians) and Aboriginal Natives at 
Port Elizabeth, made during the last few days, 
has resnited in the discovery of 390 Chinese, 
384 being males and 6 females; of 707 Indians, 
491 being males and 216 females; and of 8,830 
Aboriginal Natives. This enumeration of Abori- 
ginal Natives is more likely, however, to be 
inaccurate than that of Chinese and Asiatics. 

(.) Although these figures are quite insuffi- 
cient for the purpose of arriving at a final con- 


_ clusion, yet a rough indication of the relative

been discharged cured, and ten still remain 
under treatment; giving a case incidence of a 
little less than a half per cent. of the Aboriginal 
Native population. 

As the final resu}t of so many of the cases 
among nativesat Port Elizabeth isnot yet known, 
no useful rates of mortality can at present be 
obtained for these Natives, but it is of interest to 
compare the case mortality in different races 
among all cases of plague which haveso far occur- 
red throughout the Colony (including Port 
Elizabeth). This has nmounted—among Euro- 
peans to 34.1 per cent. on a total of 214 cases ; 
among Aboriginal Natives of 42.7 per cent. on 
a total of 192 cases; and among Coloured per- 
song, chiefly consisting of half-castes and Malays, 
to 56.7 per cent. on a total of 436 cases. 

(6.} So far, therefore, as we can jndye from 
the above figures both the incidence of disease 
and the mortality, when attacked, is greater 
among Chinese than among other raees. : 

(7.) It is impracticable to say how far these 
results have been influenced by inoculation with 
‘Haffkine’s Prophylactic,” as, apart from the 
fact that our records do not in every case state 
the race of the person inoculated, there are so 
many sources of fallacy in the application of 
inoculation figures that no reliable deduction 
can be made. Moreover the number of persons 
inoculated is so gmall compared with the size of 
the communities living in infected areas tLat, I 
think, under any circumstances but little effect 
cam be attributed to t'.e inoculation on the 
course- of the epidemic asa whole. Perhaps an 
exception to this statement may be made in 
regard to the inoculation of the large body of 
Natives (between six and seven thousand, who 


were removed from Cape ‘l'own at the beginning. 


of the outbreak and placed in a new location at 
Uitvlugt in the vicinity of the city. 

The total of inoculations to date, a large 
number of which, however, have been performed 
on Natives and Asiatics living in uninfected 
portions of the Colony, amount to 29,781, of 
whom 6,355 were Europeans, and 23,426 were 
(‘oloured, Asiatics, and Aboriginal Natives.

We learn on good authority that all tho 
foreign professors, including’ the President of 
the Imperial University, in Peking, have been 
discharged, their back salaries being paid up to 
the closo of the Chinese Year with a bonus of 
three months’ pay from that date. Economy 
in administration is alleged as the motive of 
this revolution»ry but retrogressive measure. 

The China Inland Mission has published as 
much as it can collate of the testimony of its 
martyrs during the tyrrany of 1900, The 
death roll of this one mission was 10 associates, 
48 members, and (the pity of it!) 21 children, 
79 in all. Tho book states that the total Pro- 
testant ‘loss was 135 adults and 53 children. 
‘When one adds to these the Roman UVatholic 
losses and the large number of native Christians, 
one can see that the * persecution ” will rank as 
one of the greatest in history. Gibbon in his 
rigid analysis of the famous or jnfamous 
Diocletian persecution reduces it to far less 
dimensions than those of the Boxer “ terror.” 

It has been widely noticed that General Mei 
has been sourvily treated by the powers that be, 
notwithstanding his great services. Ma, who 
brought’ the strongest forces against us here in 
Tientsin, has got the “ yellow jacket ” and other 
marks of Imperi:l favour, while Mei has at 
several audiences been upbraided. Curiously

S1r,—In one of the evening papers I read 
the other day a paragraph headed’ “ Genteel 

Swindlers,” which reveals a depth of depravity 

previously unheard of in this sweet. Hongkong 

of ours. “It seems tLat there exist villains who 
believe that five cents is enough for the. fere 
between Hongkong and Kowloon. These rascals 

- have evidently travelled and noticed that about 
a penny is the usual thing for such a ride in 
other places possessing a similar degree of 
civilisation, and have by iniquitous methods 
been gettiny across the harbour for this sum.. 
That the Star Ferry Co., Ld., should be swind- 
led by such scoundrels is enough to mako one 
shrink with horror from the contemplation 
thereof. Thata company which only pays 12 per 
cent. dividends, and charges fifteen cents fora 
five-cent fare, is cheated simply because its 
own smployees do not look sharply enough after 
their business, is really distressful. But the 
management know some of the offenders; so no 
doubt they will punish them by‘raising the fare 
to the public to tweuty cents! 

_ And those wretched clubs—they also used to - 
cheat, and therefore the public must pay fifteen 
cents for a five-cent fare, Tho clubs got what 
‘they deserved, and as may be read in the report 

of the company’s general meeting, ship's officers 
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—who receive such fabulous incomes—will have 
in future to pay fifteen cents for a five-cent fare. 
There are no ships’ officers or tourist members 
of the clubs. but that is another question. 

One must sympathise with the Star Ferry 
Co., Ld.. for it has the public spirit to char,ze 
only fiftetn cents fora five-s-nt fare. But it 
is not the only company whose philantrophy 
has been imposed upon. Even in London, that 
place of purity, thero was once a scoundrel who 
travellgd on the * Underground ” 2nd class with 
a ord/class ticket. He was caught, and the 
whole country breathed freer to think that so 
vile a criminal was no longer at large. Shock- 
ing therefore as the-recent cases have besn, 
Hongkong has the poor satisfaction of knowing 
that she is not alone in her humiliation. 

Now, what is to be done for the Star Ferry 
Co:, Ld.? To protect itself, tho fare should 
certainly be raised to twenty cents. Will any 
public-minded shareholder call a meetiog and 
ask the Directorate to adopt this course ? 
Meanwhile the public can go on paying fifteen 
cents for a five-cert fare.— Yours, ete.,

The CHAIRMAN said—Gentlemen, the report 
and statement of accounts having been in your 
hands for some time past, we will, with your 
permission, take them as read. It once more 
afferds your Directors much satisfaction to be 
ablo to lay before you the best record for any 
corresponding period. The amount available 
for appropriation, including $459,695.15 
brought forward from last half year, is 
$1,/-94,895.02, and the Board recommends this 
amount to be distributed as follows :—Thuat a 
dividend of 10 per cent. and a bonus of 8 per 
cent. absorbing $450,900 be paid to shareholders, 


a bonus of $20,000 to contributing shareholders, ’ 


and one of $25,900 to the European staff; 
that $155,988.36 be written off the value of 
Kowloon Docks, $23,787.07 from the Cosmo- 
politan Dock, and. the balance, $420,119.59, 
to be. carried to the new account, The 
expenditure on capital account, new building 
and new machinery during the past half-year 
has been oyer $300,050, so, as we only write off 
‘about $180,000 out of the profits, wo ara, so far 
as our cash is concerned, some $120,000 ‘more 
in debt, and in spite of all our writiug off, the 
book value of the Docks at Kowloon will still 
stand at $1,800,000 as against $1,700,000 this 
time last year. Allusion has been made in the 
report to the tonnage figures of ships docked 
during the past half-year, which show an 
increase of 5 per cent. on corresponding period 
of 1900. This increase, however, is ertirely due 
to the dockings of heavy war-vessels. Tho 
total: tennage of merchant vessels docked 
here during the past six months shews-a 
decline of 4 per cent. as compared with a 
similar period of 1920. As it is understood 
that there is an actual increase of tonnage 
entering the port (though the figures are not yet 
published) it may be taken that we are beginning 
to feel the competition of other dockyards in 
the East. Whether that is so or not can only 
be ascertained by ao longer experience, but it 
may serve asa reminder that we may not un- 
likely feel competition more than we have 
hitherto done and that we should be preparad

In submitting to the sharehoiders the state- 
ment of accounts and report of the Compsny 
for the year onded 31st December, 19)!, the 
Directors havo to express ragret that the develop- 
mont at the mines has not bean more rapid; 


yet, when tho difficulties of prospecting over 


large areis of dense jungls, overy yard of which 
has to be cnt and cleared, are considered, the 
work done muit bo regarded as satisfactory. 
In prospecting it must be remembered that 
a great deal of the trenching has to be done, 
many small shafts have to be sunk {o uncertain 
depths, numerous drives and tunnols started, aud 
that work of this nature is slow, expansive, antl 
frequently disappointing. 

During the past year, specimens of exception- 
ally rich.stone have been found in the Swah Val- 
ley and are now on view at the Company's offe». 
At the point where these specimens were found 
a tunnel was star'e] in a westerly direction, 
in which some nice looking stone was cut at 362 
ft. from its month, and in driving north soma 
gold-bearing quarts heavily imineralisod, was 
struck,from which the yield by dish-washing w.3 
from 1 dwt. to} ounce of gold per ton, with 
a promising reaf overhead abont one foot thick. 
and severnl pieces of the stone showinz speen4 
of coarse gold were found. In trenching on 


} the surface of this hill, pieces of quartz showing 


fine gold and ;prospecting well, evidently 
thrown from the cap of the reef cut in the. 
tunnel, heye also been met with, and a deep al-- 
luvial deposit from which good returns may ba 
looked for. A trial crushing waxy made in 
O-tober last of 70 tons of surface stuff broken 


and collected in this locality, which gave 134 | 


ounces of smelted gold, the equivalent of 3 dwts. 
17 grains per ton; a result that may be con- 
sidered good, when it is remembered that 76,620 
tons of headings were crushed from January, 


1897, to December, 1-99, for au average yield of 


1 dwt. 4 grains per ton. 

Exploitation is going on at other places to 
the north of Swab, and at Batu Valley, midway 
between Swah and Chindras, a big blow of 
stone crops up in the gully. These places are 
all on the sama rangy of hills, where there is an 
almost continuous run for miles of old workings 
‘by the Siamese, the prospects of which seem to 
be very promising. 

In the Chindras Valley a site for a camp was 
selected en account of its central position an:l 
probable developments, and the European staff, 
as well as the native workmen, have been in 
occupation for some months. A great deal of 
energy has been displayed in prospecting this 
district, which haz lel to the discovery. of 
houvily mineralised ore assaying 3 dwts. 22 
grains per tou, and subsequently, several fair 
prospects have been obtained, the highest 
giving 5 dwts. 5 grains of gold per ton. 
‘Extensive trenching has also been done on 
what appears to be the main line of reef, which 
is increasing in size with development, and 
the Mining Manager continues to write very 
hopefully of this district 

Of the two prospecting shafts in the Pang- 
gong Valley mentioned in the last report, the 
one at South Jalis proved disappointing, and 
has been abandoned; whilst that at Mill Gally 
will have to bo given up because cf the water 
enconaterad, but another will be sunk at o point 
near thereto, where a former manager, Mr. 
Blamey, proposed to sink, and this position, in 
the opinion of the present manager, is thought 
to be worth a trial. :

In CRIMINAL JURISDICTION. 


Berore His Honour A. G. Wise (Acrine 
CHIEF JUSTICE.) 
MANSLAUGHTER. 

Lau Chan and ‘lo Chin Hon, a married 
couple, were charged with the manslaughter of 
a female child on the 30th ult. They pleaded 
not guilty. 

Tue jury was as follows:—A Maller, J. 
Witchell, G. M. Gutierez, F. Blunck, H. Arnold, 
B. YV. Gros, and A. Weill. 

The Hon. W. Meigh Goodman, K.C., 
Attorney-General, in opening the case, 
said the two prisoners: were husband 
and wife, and were charged with the man- 
slaughter of their little child, a newly-born 
infant, aged about ton days. The prisoners 
lived at a place ci..ed San-fun-wai, between 
Castle. Peak and Pingshan, aud the nearest 
doctor or druggist lived at the latter place, 
distant about two miles. On the 3Uth ult, 
Lance-Sergeant John Grant was on duty at 
San-{un-wai, and as he was passing adry ditch 
he noticed a basket lying there. ‘He thought 
he saw something move in the basket, and on 
approaching to investigate he heard a slight 
mouning. In the basket was a little female 
child, lying face down and with its legs hanging 
over the side of the basket. ‘The only clothing 
covering the child was a piece of rag, whilst 
a portion of u fishing-net was thrown over 
all. Lance-Sergeant Grant wrapped the baby 
in his jacket and took it to the Police 
Station at San-fun-wai, where two amahs 
were engaged to look after it. The child 
had a very bad cough and seemed to have 
some difficulty in breathing, but it lived till 
about seven o'clock the next night, or thirty- 
six and a half hours after being taken out of 
the ditch. The next step was to find out how 
the child came there, and Lance-Sergeant 
Gra‘t made enquiries, which elicited that the 
child had come from the village of San-fun-wai, 
He went round and saw the two prisoners, in 
order to ask them if they knew anything about 
the matter. They made no attempt at con- 
cealmen!; the man said yes, he had. put 
the child there—he thought it was dead. ‘I'he 
mother said —“ The child died, and my husband 
teok it out-and put it away in the ditch?’ Con- 
tinuing, the Attorney-General said ho had made 
80.0 enquiries with a view to ascertaining what 
the custom was with people in the San-fun-wai 
district as to burials, and a Chinese doctor from 
Pingshan, who would be called as a wiiness, had 
stated that in the case of a child who died before 
reaching the age of one month the custom in 
the village was not to trouble abont burial; 
if, however, if was over a month old at 
death, the child was buried-in the ordinary 
way by the elders of the village. The Chinese 
doctor already mentioned examined the ehild, 
and found signs of convulsions; pneumonia of 
tive days’ standing was also apparent, and in 
his opinion the child would have died whether 
it had been placed in the ditch or not. Con- 
cluding, the Attorney-Genoratsaid that if what 
the parents had done accelerated the death of 
the child, even though they did not mean to 
kill it, they would be guilty of manslaughter; 
if, however, the jary believed that the prisoners 
honestly thought the child to be dead when 
they placed it in the ditch, then the verdict 
would be one of nob guilty, : - 

The evidence of the Chinese doctor wus 
interesting. He said it was the custom of. 
people like the prisoners to bury a child im- 
mediately after death, as, if the body remained 
in the house for any time, they feared that its 
ghost would bring bad luck to future children. 

The jary retired for a few minutes, and 
brought in an unanimous verdict of guilty. The 
prisoners were sentenced to nine months’ 
Imprisonment each.

ARMED ROBBERY. 

Three coolies were charged with armed 
robbery in Wellington Street on 5th February 
and the receiving of stolen goods. On the 

: ; 
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opening day of the Sessions other four men 
accompanied the accused in the dock, but as 
these pleaded guilty the case was adjourned in 
order to have their evidencs taken ayainst the 
remaining three.

F. A. Brown. | 

The Attorney-General, Mr. W. Meigh Good- 
man, K.C., who {instructed by Mr. F. B, L. 
Bowley, Crown Solicitor, p: osecnted) stated that 
on the afternoon of 5th February a very daring, 
impudent robbery was committed at 24, Wel- 


lington Street. Atthe place whece the robbery 
occurred Wellington Street was built upon on 
both sides and it certainly was a very bold thing 
for those thieves to break into a honse under 
these circumstances, terrorise the people with 
revolvers and choppers, and go off with their 
booty scot-free. isutin this case thay ssemed 
to have miscalenlated the energy of the 
police. He thought the police had done 
very well to have found out the robbers here 
and brought the guilt home to them. What 
the jary had to deal with that morning however, 
was not the four men who actually committed 
the rubbery but the share which the men-who 
were empanelled and who pleaded not guilty, 
had in this crime. ‘The facts of the case were 
these. There were two women and a boy living 
in a house on the first floor at 24, Wellington 
Street. There was no man in the place to 
protect them, and that was primarily the. 
reason why the robbers selected this place for 
the robbery. Agains! the first prisonor who 
stood in the dock the caséwas this, that before 
the robbery took place the four men who had 
pleaded guilty assembled at his house and con- 
cocted a plan for robbing the house in qnestion. 
He was prosent when the plan was concocted. 
The four men got access to the house by an 


artfal rase. One of them knocked at the door — 


and said he had brought a letter, The women 
inside the house asked where itcame from. He 
answered ‘* Canton,” and they opened the door 
in the belief that it was a postman who had 
knocked, whereupon the four robbers marched 
in, terrorised the inmates with revolvers and 
choppers, and ransacked the house. All this 
time the prisoner whom he had indicated kept 
watch outside, having arranged to let off som; 
crackers in the event of the appearanze of tha 
police. ‘Lhe men pat their loot up in a bundls. 
As soon as they got outsid» the quastion of get- 
ting rid of the clothing of which tha proczeds of 
their crime principally vonsiste], presented itsulf, 
‘he prisoner alresdy mantionel took the bundle 
to auother of the thyes, who, finding a revolver 
among the goods, ssutan employes to socrete 
it; the latter threw it into a nullah. Ho» 
(the Attorney-Gauera’) was told that theso 
ravolvers were not very efficacious bat were only 
things to frighten pzople with; in this case, 
however, they effected their purpose. The 
bundle of stolen property afterwards cam> into 
possession of the third prisoner. 1t would be 


for the jury to decide whether he was guilty - 


in the same degree as his two companions in 
the dock of the receptien of stolen goods, 
Evidence was then takea. 
‘The jury found the prisoner who had waited 


outside the house to warn the robbars guilty of — 


robbery with violence and larceny, and he was 
sentenced to five years’ hard labour, with two 
whippings of twenty strokes each. His cousin, 
who received the stolen goods, got twelve 
months’ hard labour, and the third prisoner was 
discharged. Of the four who pleaded guilty to 
the armed robbery, three were sentencad each 
to five years’ hard la with two whippings of 
twenty strokes each, and one to three years’ 
hard labour.
